Hnving some vnguo 


ideas of tho expansive power of heat, wo 
now re.solved to heat tho base of the barrel 
red-hot and try whnt cffacl that would have. 
Accordingly, resting the ninxzle across an 
old bench, we opened tho door of tho cook- 
ing-stove, in the kitchen, and put tne 
breech end of tho barrel in the stove and 
heaped Iho coals and embers 011 it. 
Pres- 


ently it began to grow red; nnd we were 
about taking it out to thrust it iu cold water, 
when there camo an explosion winch, there 
iu the close kitchen, nearly split our hcfuto, 
and put three slugs through the outside 
dour—handsomely. Nor was this all, for 
tho 
barrel, 
recoiling 
violently, passed 


through the stove, and knocked tho other 
end out of the fire-box. Jly stars! what a 
Rcolding wo got for that! This gun had 
lain there iu tbe garret ten years, at lensr, 
jiorhaps double that lime. 
Nobody then 


living in the bouse knew who had loaded it. 
or remembered anything about it. 


It in my candid opinion that the person 


who leaves a gun in a house loaded, for any 
length of time, deserves to go to jail for a 
month. It does not do to trust- to memory 
an to whether a gun is charged or not. 


A few years ago, in company with two 


other young men, the writer called at the 
house of a friend to borrow a ducking-gun. 
It Was brought nut from a closet. 


"Loaded ?" snid one of our numhf-r 
"No." 
"Sure ?" 
"O, yes;'* find be blew in tlio mux/.lu 
We all really thought that we honi-il nir 


come out at the nipple. 


"But the tube is rather foul," remarked 


the owner of tbe piece. 
Ho took n c:ip, 


placed it-on tbe nipple, and siinppf-d it. A 
tremendous report followed. 
Tho gun 


jumped out of his hands, and a henvy 
charge of shot raked tbe mantel shelf.break- 
ing two large kerosene lamps, and passing 
on across the room, mortally wounded a 
venerable clock, which had been tic-king 
calmly in a corner. 


The temptation for n hunting pnrty to 


carry their guns cocked, when close upon 
game, is very great, but ii hc.n led to nmny 
a frttn! acc-iik'tit. 
fu point of fact, (here are 


few experienced iiportsinen who, in (lie 
presence of largo gmno, lire oooi enough in 
handle a conked gun with safety to their 
fellow. 
And if this remark bo true of pro- 


fessional sportsmen, carrying tho best of 
English fjuHs with J!ra:;iei- locks, how much 
more is it true of boys with our cheap 
American ov Belgian guns, tlio locks of 
which are raroly to be relied on. 


So far as I am ablo to learn, MJVCO fourths 


of all the guns bought by our boys range in 
price from three to teu dollars: these lira 
mostly imported guns, frrjm 
Belgium and 


from Franco and Germany. 
Seven eights 


of all the accidents come from tho imper- 
fect action, or careless use, of tho miserable 
little frauds, which by gno.l right* never 
ought to have a grain of gunpowder brought 
near them. They only wonder is that they 
don't burst twice as often as they do. Tho 
reason is, probably, thnt the boys cannot 
afford 1 urge charges, and that they use a 
very poor, weak quality of a gunpowder. 
Tlio writer confesses to n strong fellow- 
feeling for this great body of 
youthful 


sporttmien. His own first 
i<im cost three 


dollars and fifty cents—bought a 1'abri, at 
the ago of eleven, and kept up in tho durk 
loft of the pig-house. 


Never carry a gnu capped in a boat, or a 


carriage; aim in tho case of n brooch-loader, 
tho cartridges should always bo withdrawn. 


Three of the twenty three- casualties above 


referred to occurred while loading. 
It is 


curious what absurd ami perilous evolutions 
a person will comotimes perform when load- 
ing in a hurry, with game- in sight. 
One of 


tho writer's acquaintances nsod always to 
cap bis gun first, when loading in haste, bo- 
causo, forsooth, it saved one motion ; and 
he mado use of a shot-belt, too ! 
So that 


while pouring in tho shot, bo would neces- 
sarily have both barrels—with caps on tho 
nipples—presented point blank at his stom- 
ach. 
And bore I wish to express my hum- 


bio opinion that a shot belt is not only an 
unsafe, but an unhandy equipment. 
This 


remark, of course, does not equally apply 
to a cartridge belt, such as arc sold to ac- 
company 11 brooch-loading gnu. 


It is very difficult to give a set of rules 


for loading a gun, which apply in all case.-? 
and positions, and to all persons. 
l>ut a 


fow precautions may always bo observed 
with profit. 
One of tho first of these is, to 


always keep the inu/,zle pointing clear of 
your person, 
(t am speaking 
no-\v of a 


mu/zlo loader, of course ) To secure this,a 
right handed person wijl find it easier to set 
the breo,ch at the outsido of his left foot, 
with the barrels pointing a little off, anil at 
an angle of about sixty degrees with tho 
ground. 


A single-barrelled gun is always less dan- 


gerous than a double-barrel, both to loud 
and to shoot, In loading n double-barrel 
gun in a hurry, the most vexatious mistakes 
often happen; such as getting both charges 
into tho name barrel, or tho shot all in one 
barrel and tho powder in. tho otber,in which 
case ono bnrrel is of course n "dummy,"and 
tho other very liable to burst and blow your 
ornius out,or at least give you a sound kick. 
Indeed, it is impossible to charge two bar- 
rels properly, without giving one's attention 
to it pretty closely. Yet ft double-barrelled 
gun is so very much more olliciont that it 
will always bo preferred. 
A good ruin \n lit 


always load from right to left; that is load 
tho right first. Putin n charge of powder 
in tho right barrel, wad and ram it, letting 
the ramvod fitiiml in tho barrel, till you 
want it to ram the left barrel. 
When this 


is done, lot it stand in tho loft barrel til 
1, 


you have put nhnt in the right, nnd so on. 
Lotting tho ramrod stand in Iho barrel, in 
thin way,, is tho heat precaution against 
putting in double charges. Only bo Miro 
to tnku it out after pushing down tho .shot 
wad in tlio lilft barrel; else you mr.y Hpit Iho 
game as well as shoot it.

douhlfi.barrollcd gun.
